(A characterization of the Invaders is set forth 
in the Appendix Section.) 

On June 2, 1969, Lieutenant E. H. Arkin, Intelligence 
Bureau, Memphis, Tennessee, Police Department, and a first 
source both advised that they Jmd learned that Coby Vernon Smith, 
male Negro, 2240 Brown, Memphis, who in recent months has been 
the spokesman and adviser and publicity agent for the Invaders, 
held a party at his home ,2240 Brown, in the garage apartment 
at the rear thereof. During the course of the party, Robert 
Leon Worsham, Jr., recently a Memphis State University (MSU) 
student, a male Negro, who resides at 1500 Davis Street, 

*'nade a play* for Coby Smith's girl friend, Polly McLean (phonetic), 
and as a result Worsham was thrown out of the party. At approxi- 
mately 1:40 a.m., June 1, 1969, shortly after being thrown out 
of the p*^rty, Worsham returned to Coby Vernon Smith's home and 
shot Smith with a .22 caliber pistol, the bullet striking Smith 
in the upper part of his right leg resulting in a slight flesh 
wound. Robert Leon Worsham, Jr., was arraigned in City Court 
on June 2, 1969, Division II, tlio r.ourt of Judge Bernie Weinman. 
He was hold to the state on a iiot-guilty plea, bond was sot 
at $1500,00, and Worsham was represented In court by Attorney 
Phillip Kaminsky.

Both Lieutenant Arkln acd Kovrce one advised that 
they understood through reliable t’Ci. ccii i that Coby Vernon Smith, 
despite his leg injury, was able to graduate from Southwestern 
College at Uomphls on June 1, 1909, 

On Juno 4 , 1969, Lieutenant /rkin advised that John 
Charles Sm ith, male N egro, date of birth October 12, 1948, 

FBI Number^H^a^SUh claims reeidrnce at 2430 Vollentine 
Street, Memphis, in care of hin mother, Mrs. John Borders, 
is being sought on a warrant ioHuad by the Memphis Police Department 
charging him with attempted homicide, the details of which are 
as follow*: 

At approximately 1:36 a.*., Juno 4, 1969, one Freddie 
Pruitt, a male Negro, age 20, claiming legal residence 865 South 
Fourth Street, Apartment 25, Memphis, Tennessee, was found lying 
on his back on the sidewalk Just north of 248 Linden. Various 
witnesses stated that shortly prior thereto he had been shot by 
a male Negro, being shot in the beck, and that a female companion 
when she attempted to run into Walker’s Lounge, 271 Hernando, 
had been shot by the same assailant in both legs. 

Lieutenant Arkln advised that records of the Memphis,^ 
Tennessee, Police Department revealed that a report of Officer 
R, C. Edwards revealed that Edrards, along with Lieutenant J. M. 
Prescott, proceeded to John Gaston Hospital where they interviewed 
til o lemile victim, Rosetta Webb, ; ho claims she resides on the 
third floor over Walker’s Lounge located at 271 Hernando which 
is Just around the corner from 218 Linden. The report revealed 
that she, along with her boy friend, Freddie Pruitt, had about 
ten minutes before the shooting left the Harlem House on Hernando; 
walked toward Linden where they stopped to talk to a friend of 
hors known as "Stuff" who was ialer Identified as Ernestine Johnson, 
a femnle Negro; that she began kidding with Johnson regarding some

money; that Johnson began pull Inn on h^rr clothes, talking in 
a loud voice; and that RoGOtta'i toy lrl«nd, Freddie Pruitt, 
tried to break up the argument vhJch rciiulted in Johnson 
striking Freddie. An indlvldut' 1 knovn to her as John C. 

Smith, later identified by her Jvhn Charles Smith, FBI 
Number 584 632 F, last kiioun to r« at 2430 Vollentlne, 

pulled a pistol from his blue Jears p^;.rts pocket underneath 
a deshiki shirt and shot Freddie- Pi- it* in the back. She 
told Smith and Johnson that sbr v*u to call the police 

and she ran across Hernando lov,*rd i/ln-fon. As she crossed 
Linden, she heard four shots being fired at her, all of the 
shots missing her. She then ren to Walker's Lounge located 
at 271 Hernando, started to run up the steps, and through a 
glass door, when Smith fired through tbo glass door striking 
her in one leg, the bullet penctrpting into the other leg. 

Lieutenant Arkln ad\ls*?d that Rosetta Webb's condition 
is not serious; that the condition of Freddie Pruitt is quite 
serious; and that he is in the Intensive Care Ward at John Gaston 
Hospital, Hopphls. T«nn.s.s.. 

On June 4, 1969, souri-nq one and two both advised 
that during recent months Ro»rtt». Webb has been considered by 
them to be a member of the Invp<l*' rs an«J thn t she spends much 
of her time in the Invaders He ‘Hclquarte* s , 271 Vance Avenue, 
and in association with varlou-f Invader i in the city of Memphis. 
They advised that Freddie PruHt irnd Eineotlne Johnson are 
not known to them to have any fortial connection with the 
Invaders. 

On June 4 and again on June 5, 1969, Lieutenant Arkln 
advised that John C. Smith is currently in a fugitive status 
and has not been located. 

Lieutenant Arkln polniv-d out that John C. Smith 
recently had the title of Asslet'V’.t to the Minister of Defense 
of the Invaders but that In reality this was a title In name 
only. He advised that Smith is currently on parole from the 
State of California where he charged on or about April 23, 
1905, with Assault With a Deadly Weapon and that ho had In anger 
fired at a theater manager Ihro-igh tbr. theater door and hit a 
customer in the buttocks, uslne a hand gun as the assault weapon. 
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ArKJn /ur" =*dx'ie‘»d lhat John C. Smith 
was recently <krre£.tr cj in Kt^iph .u., renn< »seo, on a charge of 
Issuing ftaudulent peyioll chA;'’:;» ilrairii on a fictitious 
television coapany in U«:ipphis an'i i» cufreiiily free on bond 
on this charge. 

On June 5, 1969, Lic>^ c- f.r.» ''kin advised that, 
according to Police Department if -z-i, at approximately 
4:40 a.rt., June 5, 1969, Polic'' D®;- Officers R. W. 

SoJo*ji!!*.r and W. R, flutberford »liUs. ccuisiug in the vicinity 
of Vance and lUvinaiido found on the north side of Vance at 
Hernando a group of Negroon cro'^d'-d around a male Hegro and 
hoard some of the croxid yell that the wale Negro had Just 

been ntP.bbed. This male Negro *'«s fouu'i bleeding from the 
right chest and right chock. I-vo ffeiealH Negroes, namely 
Joyce Smith, age 20, of 841 Sa'<«tr., and «'./y Helen or Mary Ellen 
(last name unknown) , according to officers, had gotten into 
a fight inside the Twilight Zonr lounge at 299 Vance. Joyce 
Smith was located and stated tint this was true. Joyce Smith 
also stated when the fight at the Twilight Zone Lounge, which 
occurred shortly before the nts'rJng, »xoko up, she and 
Mary Helen left and went to 271 Vunce, the headquarters of 
the Invaders, and that a few mlmites l.« ter one Otis Parnell 
(Identified by sources one and 1 vo as i»n Invader) told her 
that Lance Hatson had been stahbvd by r female Negro, Mary 
Ksien or M^ry Ellen (last naiox us/i.novin . The olficors there- 
after deternined that the otabVltig vlcl tm was Lance "Sweet 
Wll.iltj Pine" Wateon (Memphis Inltro Department Ho. 64208, ;

On June 2 and 3, IOC'?, one anu i.vo auvised 

that tho Invaders are in a at* He of confusion; that they have 
no finances; that they are remi. 5r » ng at 271 Vance Street, a store 
front, on a day-by-day basis, tning to two months in arrears 
with their rent; that there is no real leadership; and that 
Lance ' Sweet Willie Wine" Watsosi Las apparently become somewhat 
disenchanted with his position of Chairman of the Invaders and 
recently has been spending icoet of his time in an effort to 
make some money by taking ordere lor dfshlkis, an Afro-type 
shirt, which are being handmad". by a group of Negro women 
at 241 Linden. They stated furUirr th»t Lance Watson and 
anoiher Invader, Johnnie Lee Frletson, former Memphis State 
University (MSU) student, had irltten i he lyrics to a song 
"I Have Got A Feeling," recorUpd by the Stax Recording Company, 
Memphis, Tennessee, by one "01 lie and js'1p;htlngales,** a 
singing group. 

Lieutenant Arkln, on .lure 4, 1969, advlsc-d that tho 
dashlki shop at 241 Linden is lisiHed in the name of the 
Catodlne Furniture Distributing Company and that according to 
records of the Memphis Light, Ga« and Water Division, Memphis, 
Tennessee, tho utilities at 241 Linden are in tho name of tho 
Carodlne Furniture Dlstrlbut Irr. Company. Lieutenant Arkln 
advised that a confidential of the Memphis Police Department 

advised that other services at U»ia company list a phone under 
Humber 527-2998 and that rccocdii of the City Tax Office, Memphis, 
revealed that 241 Linden lit llated under the name I. E. or Jeanette 
Andreuccetti of 1849 East Broo’/ce, Memphis, Tennessee. 
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Tne 1960 Meir.phis Citv rirectoiry reveals that 
Alonzo Carodine lives at 220 Li«’:»Vtv Ave/kue and a Carodine 
Furniture Distributing Compd^^n> i» llBtc.d at 199 Linden. 

Alonzo's wife is lisUd Grai r ; his daughter is listed as 
Yvonne, a student, 220 Linden. 

On June 4, 1969 , t*ji' f ^ n t <»*» .e advised that Yvonne 
Carodino married one Riohard , r tie Negro, ago 24, 

and tliat they d id recently 3 Iv^. it (3. Tampa Cove. Richard 
Bonhart has recently attended Verr.pnis Olate University and is 
currently employed as a Reporter lor the ’’Memphis Commercial 
Appeal,” a dally newspaper at Mcifjhis, Te 2 inessee. The 
Bourco advised that Richard Borh/vrt hi* been a member of the 
Black Student Asftoclatlon jv small but militant black 

group at Memphis State Univ^ rt- 1 1 y 5 wiilc? engaged in sit-ins 
ill the Office of the Memphis University President on 

April 23 and April 28, 1969, ictuliing In some 105 arrests 
on the latter date, during which the p'.rt Iclpants in the sit-in 
were charged with Trespassing on School Property, a state 
charge, and they have been Indir-ted by the Shelby County Grand 
Jury but the trials have not yut bevn set. The same source 
advised that Bonhart has been aahociaiing in the daahiki shop 
at 241 Linden Avenue with two other BS^ members and MSU 
students, Isaac Taylor and Floyd Peete. 






Source two confirmt^d this ir/ormation aading that 
Isaac Taylor has allegedly told Liince 'Sweet Willie Wine'* Watson 
that he will pay him a 10 per evnt com*);is 6 ion on any dashikis 
which Wateon is able to sell. 

Lieutenant Arkin advl»)cd th« 1 the Johnnie Lee Frierson, 
with whom Walaon has been eng«i:<rd in tlie writing of songs, is 
tho same Johnnie Leo FrirrsoBi dirently under indictment, 
having been charged a £e*r wonih^j /igo with the severe physical 
assault on the MSU campus of yMIo rale student, during 
which Frierson jreverely injured Uie student in the face, 
resulting in plastic surgery ?»fid bone nurgory being performed 
on the victim.

AME Church, told / 

this group of alleged Black PaiiMiers that the Black Panthers 
sere not wanted In Memphis, Tenrie'^see, by the mass of the ^ 

Negro race. 

(A characterization of ihe Black Panther Party is 
set forth in the Appendix Sectlo:nin) 

This group was not knotin to be traveling by automo- 
bile. All of these so-called Black P^i^iithera appeared to be 
in their twenties; one was extremely tall, about 6 feet 4 inches,*, 
weighing approximately 190 to ?00 pouin'^s, with medium brown 
complexion, full Lord and gor.^«*er bl%-.k hair worn in a high 
Afro hairdo, dressed in a gre^a dashikl and black bell-bottom , \ 

trousers, and could have been 30 years of age or possibly older. 

This individual wore dark glarnts. A r^cond individual was described 
as a male Negro in his middl«» about 5 feet 10 Inches 

tall, weighing 160 to 170 pounddt with dark complexion, small j 

goatee on his chin and a mus tr.j h*; , wearing his hair in a very long ' 
Afro hairdo, and wearing a blui^ Je«ans suit, Jacket and pants. 

A third member was described a'-, wa le Ne^ro, about 24 or 25 years 
of ago, 6 feet tall, weighing 100 pounds, with dark complexion, 
clean •3ha\’en but having a mustache, with medium-length Afro 
hairdo, wearing a blue Jeans auii over vhich he wore a dashiki. 

The fourth meirb er appeared to b'* iomoaat younger, possibly 21 
to 23, 6 feet 11 Inches in height, weighing 200 pounds, with 
light brown skin, short Afro linicdo, mustache with a Van Dyke 
type beard, wearing a black shirt and pants.

This Inlormation cor » led on June 2, 1969, 

by a Becond source who advi;Ked th^'t the above four individuals 
were first seen in Memphis aa eirly as May 30, 1969, according 
to information furnished by LaiiT.^* *’Sv*'el Willie Wine*' Watson, , 
who claimed that this group had p;lled their guns and shot 
at a police h^aiccptcr but that wire told them to stop 
because the police night put him i'* jail. 

(Lieuteniini Ark In ha</ -idvia^d that he has been 
able to make no determination Uial anyone has recently shot 
at a police helicopter.) 

The second F.ource ad'-is<-d on the evening of 

May 31, 1969, the al>ove four df^rtibt^d alleged Black Panthers 
were in contact with some of th** ijiv^idcrs. The largest 
individual of the four indicated that t tie group would leave 
town on June 1, 1969, and mighl fiurn to t^emphis at a later 
date. Ihey left the invaders hf ♦,dr 4 aart ^rs on foot and according 
to source two have not been 8€f*n e ince. 

Source two slmilatTy pointed out that he has no 
specific proof that this group m€i^l>era of the Black Panther 

Party, pointing out that many visiting Negroes in an effort to 
impress individuals will claim they are with some nationally 

known black power group. 

Also on Juno 2, 1969, 4 ^ource one advised that on that 
date a white pro® tl lute, name rol kiiown, who works the downtown 
Do^le 6 treot-Her nando*Vance“llt**d'«i!i- bltt k neighborhood, appeared 
In the area with a p#tch over 3‘^r eye, claiming that a group ^ 
of young Invaders physically a'-*fivlted her and "worked her over, 
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apparently not wanting her in are*. 

On June 3, 1960, that ha had 

been reliably inforioed by Invaders that some of 

them had In fact severely vhlpj'<^ ♦hla unknown white 
prostitute. 

On June 6, 1969, Lioutt!?— - t t . H. Arkln advised 
that on the alternoon of June 6, 1 • male Negro known 

as T. C. Jones, 256 Pauline, alto »Aoy« as T. Winfred James, 

256 Paulino, but who gave the poll'oe hl5 address as 271 Vance, 
which Is the address of the Im^drj-s Headquarters, was walking 
a German shepard dog on Vance n* at the Invaders headquarters 
at about 3:20 p.m. and as a Mrs. Ruth V. jshington, female Negro, 
of 267 Pontotoc came along with h' r 4-ynar-old son, Danny 
Washington, the big dog suddenly Jumped at Danny, bit him on 
both logs, and Mrs. Washington hud to *'boat the dog off.” 

Danny Washington hat been trefc»-i’d for the dog bites at the 
John Ca.Hton Hospital, Memphis. Lleuten'snt Arkln stated 
that Negro witnesses to the Incident stated that Jones or 
Jamin mad© no effort to restrain Ihe dog; that In the con- 
fusion following the biting incident th«» dog disappeared; 
and that a Negro male who »iln'‘S!ted the Incident proceeded 
to soundly thrash Jones or Jam' »- t »caui.e the dog attacked 
the boy while he stood idly by. Lieutenant Arkln stated that 
James Is currently being held in Uenphjn City Jail wltliout 
charges and that he admits knowing the 'Jog’s whereabouts 
but will not tell the police, d» spite the fact that the 
Police Department officials have explained to the arrestee 
that It the dog Is not located and quarantined for ten days 
to determine the presence or no.'presence of rabies that the 
victim, Danny Washington, will htve to undergo a series of painful 
rabies shots. 

James told the police, *'If you want to find out where 
the dog Is, go to 271 Vance.” 
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On Juno 6, 196G, f!ou*ir‘-:.'= ono nnd two advised that 
the dog in question has been h»rging around the Invaders 
Headquarters; that it is a Corrm shopard, mangy, not being . 
properly fed or cared for; and Uia\. as recently as the 
night of Juno 3, 1969, Lance » wUiie Wine" Watson 

had the dog with him in downtown H ur.phl?*.
